Accused 
went to the back of the house and j 
"was gone only a few minutes. 
There were two other men in 
kitchen, one sitting to the table 
and the other in a rocking chair 
facing the stove." lie added that 
accused appeared suspicious and 
had asked the two men in the 
kitchen if they knew these two 
men. 

Constable William Myers cor- 
roborated this evidence and add- 
ed that Constable Wallace had 
told accused that they had been 
to another premises first and a 
/eteran had directed them there. 
Nesbiti said that he didn't know 
them, but would take a chance. 

"Detective Martindale, Chief 
Dunham and myself had arrang- 
ed to meet the other officers 
previously and on entering the 
house, Det.

J. 15. Ba?tedo, principal of the 
Newmarket high school, advised 
members of the board at a meet- 
ing on Friday, that fifty students

We realize* 
that probably you are not aware* 
of this personally owing to your 
very important duties in conncc* 
lion with the war effort of your 
Government, but we feel never- 
the-less we should just like to 
drop you a note to say that we 
consider your action most hon- 
ourable, especially as nobody can 
say that you should complete 
your contracts under present 
conditions, but we must admit 
that whilst it was a surprise to us 
to hear that we were going to 
have our contract completed, it 
was not really such a surprise 
when we came to think about It, 
as we realized the high business 
ideals that govern your actions at 
all times.

I hear there is a 
new camp at Newmarket, Give 
my love to Peter and Mom, also

Adams and family. 

Please don't tell anyone about 
this dad, because I don't want 
anyone to feel sorry for me. 

Well. I will say goodbye for 
now. So long and God bless you 
all.

MAY GO TO MILITARY COURT 




There was no disposition Sat- 
urday of the case of William Han- 
sler, Newmarket youth who, 
through refusing to wear the 
King's uniform at Newmarket 
Military Camp, was sentenced to 
seven 'days' confinement by his 
commanding officer, Lt.-Colonel 
R. B. Harkness. 

Hansler reported at the camp 
on Nov. %% with 1,000 other 
trainees, but refused to don his 
uniform when ordered to do so 
because, lie said, it was against 
his Christian beliefs: He and his 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. Christiaan 
Hansler, and five of his seven 
brothers, were members of the 
outlawed Jehovah's Witnesses, 
and their belief is that they owe 
allegiance to no other king but 
the Almighty. 

Young Hansler was sent to 
Christie Street Hospital last Sun- 
day, suffering from eczema, and 
he was expected back in camp on 
Monday. His seven days C.B. ex- 
pired yesterday, and had he re- 
turned and still refused to wear 
uniform, he would have had to 
appear before his commanding 
officer again for further disposi- 
tion, i 

While the officers consider that 
Hansler is sincere in his beliefs, 
as far as they are concerned it is 
just a matter of refusing to obey 
an order, and such demeanors 
are punishable by the CO. It is 

possible that the case will come 
before a higher court. ' 

PARENTS APPROVE 
The actions of Hansler have the 
entire approval of his parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. Christiaan Hansler 
of Newmarket. They pointed out 
when interviewed by The Tele- 
gram Friday, that they loved their 
country and the King and Queen 
as much as anyone. 



"Thou shalt not kill," Mr. 
Hansler quoted from the Com- 
mandments. "And that is suffic- 
ient justification for our attitude." 
•. The father also stated emphat- 
ically, that the only justification 
he would have for killing a man 
would be if he attacked him or 
anything that was his. "If I kill 
such a person who attacks nte, 
then his blood will be upon his 
own head," Mr. Hansler said. 

But when asked if that would 
also mean that he would fight if 
the Hun attacked his country, he 
said no. 

"How is it possible to pray to 
God to help us when all the 
world is wicked?" he asked. "God 
has nothing to do with the con- 
tending parties who are killing 
one another by thousands." 

Came From Holland 
Mr. Hansler and his wife, who 
came from Holland 27 years ago, 
said that if a person believed it 
is right to fight for their beliefs 
then they would be cowardly not 
to don uniform and do so. 

Mr. and Mrs. Hansler have sev- 
en sons and a daughter. With 
the exception of the two eldest 
•ons all would refuse to don uni- 
forms or to salute the flag. They 
quoted the golden idol of Daniel's 
day as being condemned by 
Christ and they regard the salute 
of the flag as a similar gesture. 

"Forced patriotism," they called 
it. 

They were definitely sure that 
Hitler and Mussolini, as well as 
Japan's leader, were agents of 
Satan, but none of them was 
Satan, and only Christ could de- 
stroy him. Therefore, all these 
wars were futile, as they did 
nothing to remove the real evil, 
Satan, they reasoned.

DEFEATED AS COUNCILLOR

"Never again/ 1 said Harry T. 
Babb, when be learned that he 
had been beaten in his attempt to 
secure a second term as councill- 
or in North Gwillimbury. 

Stormy petrel of all the council 
meetings this year, Babb blamed 
the strong heavy farm vote for 
his defeat. He also blamed severe 
weather conditions as he had 
counted on a heavy city vote 
from those who own cottages in 
1he Lake Simcoe area. % 

Babb, who succeeded in getting 
-on council in his first attempt, in 
December, 1939, had been buck- 
ed, he said, at every torn by this 
year's council, who refused to 
support any of his resolutions. 
Most notable among the.se was 
one for a change in the police set- 
up in the township. 

Babb reiterated that he would 
forego another essay into munic- 
ipal politics. 

He said that he had no quarrel 
to pick with any person over his j 
defeat. He stated that he was 
fearful of victory when the 
weather became stormy. "The 
farmers just stuck together, that's 
all," he added. He took four bus 
loads of city folks to Keswick to 

vote, but they were not enough 
to swing the vote his way. 

Babb finished 155 votes behind 
the last man. who was Charles 
Graham, making his first attempt 
in any election. For a time Gra- 
ham was heading the polls, but as 
the count mounted John Smith, 
an old councillor, look command j 
and failed to relinquish it. Smith j 
finished with 548 votes, while • 
John Nelson, the second council- 1 
lor, received 539. 

The other surprise came with 
the defeat of this year's reeve. 
John Hopkins. Hopkins was de- 
feated by Ross McMillan, making 
his first try at the reeveship. who 
headed him by 217 votes. Mc- 
Millan was deputy-reeve of North 
Gwillimbury in 1939, being de- 
feated by Harold Glover, who 
this year was acclaimed. 

According to Clerk Fred Peel 
the vote was very good consider- i 
ing the stormy weather. It j 
snowed almost all day with huge ! 
drifts blocking many of the roads.
